HE SUPREME COURT of Canada has ruled out all five § 
of the contenious questions arising from recent Alberta 

government legislation. There has never been any doubt — 
about the result with those who have made any study what- — 
soever of the parlimentary law and procedure, but it was as 
well, as this paper pointed out on November 12 last, that 
for the beneifit of the small minority who held a doubt, that 
the entire program of legislation be submitted to the highest 
tribunal for settlement. ni Feiss 

The supreme court went even further. The chief justice, 
going into the subject exhaustively, found it necesary to ex- 
amine the legislation leading up to those acts of the legisla~ _ 
ture upon which the question was raised, and in doing so he 
found the Social Credit Act itself ultra vires of the province. 
This simply means that no funds may be legally ated 
by the province for further work by the Social Cred board .

I know, of course, there's a rule 
which says, “Don't tilt the camera,” 
It’s a good rule, too, for many pic- 
tures. For instance, if you take a 
picture of your house, and get so 

-close that you have to tilt the cam- 
era upward, your picture will show 
the house as if it were tilted back on 
its foundations, which isn’t the ef- 
fect you want at all, 

But, in a great many pictures, an 
unusual viewpoint gives added in- 
terest. And, for many subjects, the 
“bird’s eye” or “worm’s eye” angle 
is a natural point of view. 

For example, suppose you see a 
painter on a tall ladder doing repair 

sign? If you snap 

some distance down the 

street, the picture won’t be espe- 
cially interesting: But—what if you 
are almost under the ladder, with 


viewpoint. But why not try a snap 
of him from a high viewpoint, such 
as from a box or table or even from 
the household stepladder? It might 
give an even better picture, 

I saw an interesting “straight- 
down” snap recently made from a 
window right over the snapshooter’s 
front door. Two .visiting friends 
were looking straight up at the cam- 
era, one could see but little more 
than their faces, and the walk on 
which they were standing, Unusual 
camera angles made the picttire tin- 
usual, But there really should have
